The court of ap¬ 
peals, in reviewing the evi¬ 
dence, failed to find testimony 
to support this contention.

■H ASHINGTON, Jan. 6. UP)—The AAA met the fate of 
NRA today in the supreme court. 

In a momentous 6 to 3 decision, the tribunal killed the 
extraordinary New Deal farm relief plan under which over 
a billion dollars has been paid to men of the soil since Mav. 
1933. 3 

Justice Roberts gravely read the majority opinion. The 
act, even as amended last August, was held an “invasion of 
states rights” and its taxes beyond the “general welfare”- 
clause of the constitution on which the government relied. 

Justices Stone, Brandeis and Cardozo dissented. 

Plan War Councils 

The administration planned councils at once to meet the 
setback. None disputed the tremendous potential effect on 
the warming Presidential campaign. 

Senator McNary, the Republican leader, immediately 
projected his twice-vetoed plan to make the tariff effective 
for farming communities. 

Courtroom Packed 

The packed courtroom was tense and silent as the his* 
toric opinion was delivered. The justices seemed calm. 

“The suggestion of coercion finds no basis in the 
record,” Justice Stone said in his dissent. 

The ruling appeared likely to doom other farm legisla* 
tion such as the Bankhead cotton control act, the Kerp» 
Smith tobacco act and the Warren potato law. 

These were compulsory laws.

Orange county and Southern California citrus market¬ 
ing today was facing the possibility of chaos as a result of 
the supreme court’s decision outlawing the Agricultural ad¬ 
justment act. The decision apparently knocked the props 
out from under the new order regulating shipment of Cali¬ 
fornia and Arizon oranges and grapefruit. Fall of the AAA 
means that the order prorating shipments of these fruits 
is null and void itself. 

For this reason it was the opinion of citrus leaders that 
the supreme court’s AAA decision is of much greater im¬ 
portance to Southern California than the National Recovery 
act decision some months ago. 

Without regulation of marketing and shipments there 
would be no means of preventing oversupplies from reach¬ 
ing consuming centers. Prices might be seriously affected 
for this reason. 

Sugar Control Mav Stand 

Commenting on reports that the entire AAA has been 
declared unconstitutional, Paul Armstrong, general man¬ 
ager of the California Fruit Growers exchange, said this 
would mean that the order regulating shipment of California 
and Arizona oranges and grapefruit is dead. He said, how¬ 
ever, he was trying to confirm to his own satisfaction the 
report of the decision affecting the whole act. 

Roland D. Flaherty, secretary of the Orange county 
farm bureau, expressed similar views on the affect of the 
decision. He also explained that in this case the walnut 
prorate would have to fall. The sugar control program, in 
Mr. Flaherty's opinion, might not be affected, because it is

Washington, Jan. s upi—a 

treasury deficit exceeding one bil¬ 
lion dollars without counting un¬ 
estimated new relief costs was 
forecast to congress by President 
Roosevelt today for the next fis¬ 
cal year. 

Unprecedentedly, he withheld a 
complete budget estimate on how 
i much the government would spend 
in the 12 months beginning July 1. 
For the present he listed $6,752,- 
606,370. but said later requests for 
work-relief money would be forth¬ 
coming. 

Debt Will Go Up 

He gave notice that next year's 
deficit and the public debt— 
would mount accordingly. 

Just now, Mr. Roosevelt fore¬ 
saw a debt at the end of the 
1936-37 period of $31,331,638,737. 

This would be an all-time 
high. 

There was not the slightest hint 
of readiness to meet demands from 
the opposition for an immediately 
balanced budget. 

Needs Five Billion 
From the start, however, dis¬ 
pute was plainly inevitable. Com¬ 
ic.• m varied largely according to 
7 ue economic views of the legis¬ 
lators rather than along strictly 
party lines. 

“To run all the regular activi¬ 
ties of the government,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said bluntly in the 
message read from the rostrum 
to senate and house, “I will need 
a total of $3,069,000,000.” 

This figure, put forward as a 
new standard for the government’s 
permanent operating costs as dif¬ 
ferentiated from ‘‘emergency” out¬ 
lays, exceeded comparative “regu¬ 
lar” costs of recent years by 
around $2,000,000,000. 

Changes Policy 

In a new expression of policy. 
Mr. Roosevelt moved federal pub¬ 
lic works, the Civilian Conserva¬ 
tion Corps and agricultural benefit 
payments from the 'category of 
“emergency” to “regular” federal 
activities. 

“Success” justified the change, 
he said. 

Even the new high level of "reg¬ 
ular” expenditures, it was said, 
would leave a $5,000,000 surplus 
of revenue (before relief costsi as

Sterilized; Asks $500,000 Damage 


Mr. Stone said, “to emphasize

Ann Cooper Hewitt, 21, heiress to 
millions, filed a $500,000 damage 
suit in superior court charging her 
mother, Mrs. Maryon Hewitt Mc¬ 
Carter, wealthy and socially prom¬ 
inent, had her sterilized so Mrs. 
McCarter never would lose the 
benefit of a $10,000,000 trust fund. 

The girl, asserting she innocent¬ 
ly believed she was undergoing an 
appendectomy, charged the opera¬ 
tion was performed by Drs. Til¬ 
ton E. Tillman and Samuel G. 
Boyd of San Francisco. 

Both physicians issued state¬ 
ments saying they performed the 


sterilization upon the mother's 
orders after they had examined 
Miss Hewitt and “found her 
feeble-minded, with the mentality 
of a child of 11 years." 

The suit, however, described the 
operation as a deliberately planned 
“assault” occurring Aug. 18, 1934. 
Only a month before Miss Hewitt 
would have been 21 years old and 
free to marry. 

The girl's father, Peter Cooper 
Hewitt, who died in 1921. set up 
the trust fund, which provided his 
widow was to receive two-thirds 
of the income and his daughter 


one-third, the portions to be re¬ 
versed if his widow remarried. 

The complaint alleged Mrs. Mc¬ 
Carter had squandered hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of her daugh¬ 
ters’ money at such gambling re¬ 
sorts as the Villa D'Este, Italy; 
Deauville, France; Monte Carlo, 
Monacco, and Agua Caliente, Mex¬ 
ico. 

Three trained nurses assigned to 
the young woman, the action de¬ 
clared, contradicted the descrip¬ 
tion of the girl as subnormally 
mentally, but said she was back¬ 
ward from the standpoint of edu¬ 
cational attainments.

Machine Guns And War 
Tanks Rout Defense 
Forces In North

France dug diligently into a sus¬ 
pected plot to divert 3000 army 
rifles and machine guns to Italy 
today while Italian war planes 
kept up a persistent and wide¬ 
spread bombing campaign in 
Ethiopia. 

A missing carload of arms was 
found to have been routed mys¬ 
teriously to a French port where, 
authorities said, it could easily 
have been placed aboard a ship. 

Death Confused 

Confused reports of the death of 
a second Swedish Red Cross work¬ 
er as a result of the Dolo bomb¬ 
ing a week ago reached the Brit¬ 
ish foreign office from Addis 
Ababa. 

However, because of a similarity 
of names, it was thought perhaps 
only one Swede had been fatally 
wounded, as previously reported. 

Air bombing, in which several 
hospitals and Red Cross units 
have been struck or destroyed, 

Is being resorted to on both the 
northern and southern fronts of 
the Italo-Ethiopian war in an 
attempt to halt advances by the 
defenders, Ethiopian authorities 
said. 

In the Mediterranean, where in¬ 
ternational tension was relaxed 
for weeks incident to the advance¬ 
ment of peace proposals, Britain i 
used commercial liners to carry' 
troops to British posts near the 
areas of greatest uneasiness. 

Fascist aerial squadrons were 
reported officially at Addis Ababa 
to have destroyed Daggah Bur 
and an Egyptian Red Cross unit 
on the southern front. 

Ethiopians Lose 

On the northern sector, where

Plan Is “Dynamite” 

"I don’t claim it is the best 
budget, but if someone can propose 
a better one, I am for him.” 

The Townsend plan is “dyna¬ 
mite'’ to most politicians at Sac¬ 
ramento. They refuse to discuss it 
publicly. 

“If I had to run for election 
next year. I would have to oppose 
the plan and don’t presume I could 
be re-elected.” said one. 

Another who travels extensively 
about the state and knows welfare 
work said the Townsend plan and 
the upward trend in state aid for 
the destitute aged were creating 
some “pitiful results ” 

Tells Effects 

“There are many cases where 
the love and responsibility of chil¬ 
dren for aged parents are being 
destroyed,” he said. “In these cases 
the children want the state to take 
care of the ‘old lady and 'old man.’ 

“If the government gives the old 
people enough, the children in 
these cases know it will be more 
than their parents ever had and 
the children expect to move in and 
live with them and on them.” 

Most agree, however, that some 
provision must be made in the fu¬ 
ture for the destitute “who are 
bound to be with us.” They are 
hopeful that unemployment insur¬ 
ance and old age pension funds 
built up in youth by wage earners 
out of contributions from their 
pay checks will solve the problem.

'GOD' IS SUBJECT 
AT SCIENCE CHURCH 


OGDEN, Utah, Jan. 6. UP)— 
Former President Htoover last 
night characterized President 
Roosevelt’s message to congress as 
a “good sample of the political 
method of accusing everyone as 
being terribly wicked and corrupt 
who objects to the many depart¬ 
ures of the New Deal” from proper 
national objectives and ideals. 

Accompanied by a secretary, Mr. 
Hoover was en route from his 
home at Palo Alto to New York 
City to attend a meeting of the 
board of directors of the New 
York Life Insurance company 
Wednesday. 

Issues Statement 
He issued a typewritten state¬ 
ment which said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt's message on the 
state of the nation might have 
been entitled ‘War on Earth and 
Ill Will among Men.' It was a 
good oratorical word picture of 
proper national objectives and 
Ideals, and a good sample of the 
political method of accusing every¬ 
one as being terribly wicked and 
corrupt who objects to the many 
departures of the New Deal from 
these objectives and ideals. 

“It also embraced the familiar 
theme that before the date of 
creation was moved to March 4. 
1933, ‘the world was without form 
and void.’ 

Many Departures 
“A few samples of the many de¬ 
partures from the ideals stated 
might be cited. The President said: 
‘I, the executive. . . . established 
a new relationship between gov¬ 
ernment and people.’ What were 
the terms of that new relation¬ 
ship? They were an appeal from 
. . . the clamor of partisan interest 
to the ideal of public interest.’ 

“The disregard of the non-par¬ 
tisan civil service and the horde 
of 250,000 spoils appointees seem 
to leave something lacking in the

fruition of this ideal. 

“The warning that ‘the only 
thing to fear is fear’ has daily 
practical reminders, as we wit¬ 
nessed for the first time in Amer¬ 
ican history the administrative 
official using fear to coerce the 
common man. 

“The President implies that 
prior to the creative era the un¬ 
employed were dependent upon in¬ 
adequate private charity and that 
some new unknown wicked person 
wants to consign them back to 
such a state. The fact is that they 
were adequately cared for almost 
wholly by federal, state and local 
public funds, but under local ad¬ 
ministration and responsibility. 
Having violated that ideal of 
American government and being in 
a stupendous mess, a bogey is set 
up to create fear in those on re¬ 
lief. 

“The most ominous note of all 
was the President's warning that 
the power he has assumed would 
be dangerous in other hands. ‘In 
34 months,’ he says, 'we have built 
up new instruments of public 
power. In the hands of the peo¬ 
ple’s government this power is 
wholesome and proper.’

HUNTINGTON BEACH. — 
Workmen pulling a well here last 
night barely raced to safety as 
a sheet of flame roared from boil¬ 
ers near the well to the derrick 
at Huntington Bonita Oil com¬ 
pany’s No. 1 well, and within a 
few minutes the entire derrick 
was a blazing inferno. 

The wooden derrick was com¬ 
pletely burned ar. ail equipment, 
belt house and machinery de¬ 
stroyed. The damage is esti¬ 
mated at about $6000. unless the 
hole is damaged. 

The boilers exploded. Burning 
timber hurled through the air 
from the top of the derrick and 
set fire to a sump hole. The plat¬ 
form of an adjoining derrick 
caught fire but was later extin¬ 
guished. 

Lack of wind and efficient work 
of the Huntington Beach fire de¬ 
partment. fighting under direc¬ 
tion of Fire Chief J. K Sargent, 
kept the fire from spreading to 
numerous other adjoining der¬ 
ricks and tanks filled with oil

EL TORO. Soil 


erosion proj¬ 
ects covering nearly one-third of 
the 25.000-acre territory in the El 
Toro district have been completed 
or will be finished within a short 
time, W. W. Bauer, superintend¬ 
ent, announced at a meeting of 
commanders of camps in the 
March Field district here Satur¬ 
day. 

Installation of proper drainage 
facilities, construction of many 
check dams, thousands of feet of 
terraces and contour ditches and 
planting of trees and grasses by 
the agronomy department were 
listed by Mr. Bauer as covering 
much of the large district. 

The distrlrt north of El Toro 
is divided into different jobs, with 
work done by war veterans of the 
CCC camp here. On job No. 1, on 
the Whiting Company grove, one 
mile of rip-rapping and bank pro¬ 
tection work has been finished, 
with pipe, wire and bean straw 
used for protective purposes. 

Ruild 17 Structures 

Seventeen concrete structures, 
including check dams and spill¬ 
ways, with two bridge abutments, 
have been finished on this job, ac¬ 
cording to Superintendent Bauer. 

Job No. 2 is also on the Whit¬ 
ing ranch and includes construc¬ 
tion of 19 check dams, completed 
with stilling basins; 4000 feet of 
contour ditching completed, with 
500 feet of broad-base terraces. 
Included on this job is a Thomas 
type dam, designed by Capt. Wil¬ 
liam M. Thomas, ramp com¬ 
mander. The dam is 56 feet wide 
and 10 feet high and was built at 
a cost of less than $300. 

The McFadden property, also 
north of El Toro, is included in 
job No. 5, ami includes 500 lineal 
feet of earth dike, for which earth 
choking a near-by grove was 
used. Job No. 6. on the Whiting 
grove, includes 28 check dams, 
with stilling basins, 320 feet of 
cJherete and wire-lined ditch, 1416 
feet of contour ditches and 900 
feet of broad-base terraces. 

Thirteen dams have been fin¬ 
ished on Job 17, on the McFadden 
ranch, with 1000 feet of bank 
lined for protection. Job No. 19, 
on the Lorenz, Fifer and Freeman 
property, includes 1000 feet of 
bank rip-rap and a culvert head, 
with tail walls, which contains 50 
cubic yards of concrete. 

Since Sept. 1 about 160 men i 
have been employed five days each I 
week on the project, according to 
Mr. Bauer.

American Fruit Growers, Inc., 
established the local packing 
house in the summer of 1933, 
and began operation in a limited 
way. Each of the following years 
showed a substantial increase in 
fruit packed and shipped. Mr. 
Rogers said that the outlook for 
the next season, which will begin 
in April, is 100 per cent over 
last season. 

It has been the policy of the 
house to employ local workers 
with about 25 employed in the 
house, and a like number em¬ 
ployed in the groves picking. 
With the new addition completed, 
Mr. Rogers expects to double the 
capacity output of the plant, 
which was four cars per day 
during the last two years.

six games. 

The Tigers did not look like 
champions in the spring. In fact, 
it seemed as if New York, Chi¬ 
cago or Cleveland would finish in 
front, hut Detroit, after a very 
poor start, settled down and grad¬ 
ually overcame the leaders. 

Sox Are Jinxed 

Chicago, after a most spectacu¬ 
lar start at the outset of the 
season, again experienced the bad 
luck that beset the White Sox in 
1934. and, with most of their reg¬ 
ulars being injured at one time 
or another, slipped to fifth place. 
Cleveland was handicapped be¬ 
cause of accidents, while New 
York lacked its expected strength 
in pitching. 

There were numerous incidents 
which made the American league 
season of 1935 one to be remem¬ 
bered. 

Lou Gehrig stretched his string 
of consecutive games to 1653. 

Vernon Kennedy, rookie White 
Sox pitcher, pitched a no-hit 
game against Cleveland.

Ted Lyons of Chicago became 
the first pitcher ever to make 
two two-base hits in an inning. 

Myer Winn Title 

Buddy Myer of Washington 
won the batting championship 
from Joe Vosmik of Cleveland on 
the very last day of the season. 

To temper our joy over the vic¬ 
tory of Detroit in the World se¬ 
ries. there was the tremendous 
loss to the American league oc¬ 
casioned hy the death of Frank 
J. Navin, president and half- 
owner of the Tigers and vice 
president of le American league. 
With his passing. Walter O. 
Briggs, nationally known manu¬ 
facturer, became sole owner of 
the Detroit club, while Col. Jacob 
Ruppert, owner of the New York 
Yankees, became vice president of 
the league.

"Working for that degree may 
curtail my indoor program.” he 
said, "but I’m surely going to try 
hard to get on the Olympic team. 
There’s nothing I would like hotter 
than another meeting with Jack 
Lovelock.” 

Winter Workouts 

He has not decided on his winter 
program, hut probably he will be 
here for the Millrose. New York 
A. C.. and Knights of Columbus 
games and national championship. 

He swept all before him in the 
same meets last year, establish¬ 
ing a new indoor mark of 3:50.5 
in winning the 1500-meter A. A. IT.

Man Wanted On Forgery 
And Grand Theft Is 
Arrested At Track 

Charles B. Gibson. 57, known 
as John W. Marshall while he 
worked as clerk in the Finley ho¬ 
tel in Santa Ana. was arrested 
for the fifth time Saturday by 
George A. Kallman. assistant su¬ 
perintendent of the Pinkerton Na¬ 
tional Detective agency in charge 
of policing the Santa Anita race 
track. Gibson was arrested after 
he had been pointed out by War¬ 
ren P. Nelson, former resident at 
the local hotel, as a man wanted 
in Santa Ana as a forgery and 
grand theft suspect. 

The story of Gibson's opera¬ 
tions in Santa Ana is one of as¬ 
serted betrayed confidences and 
friendships. According to a re¬ 
port filed by Detective Lieutenant 
Charles W. Wolford of the Santa 
Ana police department, Gibson al¬ 
legedly victimized R. A. Smith, 
proprietor of the Finley hotel, of 
$280, and William Joseph, a 
$125; Mrs. Ella Lyle, a resident 
of the hotel and a close friend, of 
guest at the hotel, of $186. 

Gave Him $280 

On Oct. 5, Mrs. Lyle said she 
gave Gibson $280 to place in the 
hotel’s safe. Later when she 
asked for the money, Gibson as- 
sertedly told her he had placed it 
in his safe deposit box in a local 
bank. She asked for it a second 
time late in December, she said, 
declaring that Gibson informed 
her he had used the money to 
make a payment on a new car but 
would refund it soon after the 
first of the year. 

On Christmas day, Gibson 
packed his belongings in a suit¬ 
case and left the hotel, and the 
next day police were told of his 
disappearance. 

Officers learned Mr. Joseph had 
allowed Gibson to take funds to a 
local bank for him to deposit on 
three different occasions, but Gib¬ 
son assertedly removed the cash 
from the money bags and had re¬ 
placed it with allegedly fictitious j 
checks totaling $186.

Do the young people of Santa 
Ana feel the same way toward 
the liquor problem as do their 
elders? Are they agreed that it 
is their question to answer, their 
problem to decide? What do they 
think of the liquor situation as 
they come in contact with it? 

I asked Remus Koenig. Stan¬ 
ford senior whose home is in San¬ 
ta Ana, what he personally 
thought of the liquor situation. 

“'Simple,’’ he said. "I don’t 
drink for two reasons. It doesn’t 
get me anywhere, and it costs 
too much money.” 

Mr. Koenig explained that he 
had no objection to drinking on 
moral grounds, and had been in 
the habit of taking a drink with 
friends when the occasion offered, 
on parties or elsewhere. 

“It isn’t that a fellow shouldn't 
drink,” he said. "It’s simply that 
it takes up a lot of time when 
he probably should be doing some¬ 
thing else, it makes it harder for 
him to do good work afterward, 
and it’s expensive. 

"We young people don't have 
the money to spend on that sort 
of thing that older people do. 
Our allowances, or the money we 
have, generally has to be pretty 
carefully budgeted to care for our 
ordinary expenses without taking 
care of the cost of liquor and 
the things you’re apt to do when 
you're drinking.” 

Asked about control of the liq- 
quor problem, he said he felt the 
I problem to be a personal one. 

‘Most Everybody Serves' 

"A lot of people can do it and 
get away with it, I suppose,” 
he stated. "And a lot go hog 
wild when they get a few drinks 
under their belts. 

"Most everybody I know serves 
drinks to his friends. Everywhere 
I go there’s drinking at dinners 
and parties and similar affairs, 
and I haven’t seen anything very 
bad happen to the person who 
can use it moderately.” 

Mr. Koenig expressed himself 
mildly in favor of state-controlled 
liquor stores, but admitted it 
"seems a bit irrational to have it 
for sale and not be able to buy it 
when you want a cocktail before 
dinner or a bottle of wine with 
your spaghetti.” 

Like To Break Rules 

"I tell you,” he said, "you leave 
it up to the young people of to¬ 
day to settle this question and 
they’ll all tell you that rules don't 
mean a thing. They like to break 
rules. The always break them. 

"They cut classes, and skip 
school, and drive too fast, and 
evade every school law anyway 
During prohibition they drank as 
much as they wanted to and ran 
their own lives when they were 
away from home. I believe the 
young people of today pay no 
more attention to rules someone 
else makes for them than they 
have to. 

"But as to rules they make 
themselves, it's different. Fratern¬ 
ity houses don’t allow liquor on 
the premises, and most people are 
careful about not drinking there 
That's a rule they made them¬ 
selves. 

Many “Swear Off” 

"And more and more fellows 1 
know have ‘sworn off’ lately. 
That's a rule they made for them¬ 
selves, and for the most part they 
obey it, even if they fall off oc¬ 
casionally.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Lyle Kelly say the 
same thing. "We've been in con¬ 
tact with the question for a long 
time,” they say, “with us and 
with our friends. You’ve got to 


be able to take it or leave it 
alone.” 

"At a party or for an occasion, 
yes,” say Mr. and Mrs. Joe Ogle. 
"We hold no brief against it and 
we’re not scared of it. but we're 
trying to be sensible about it.” 

Whet Others Think 

Mr. and Mrs. Lee Finley admit¬ 
ted that wherever they go there’s 
a drink to be had. "We don’t 
think it hurts anything particular¬ 
ly,” they say, "but we don't see 
that it does any particular good. 
We have admitted that to our¬ 
selves.” 

The Roger Hearncs agreed. 
"We’ve decided it would be easy 
to run the thing into the ground,” 
they said. “Our idea is to man¬ 
age it. and not give it a chance to 
manage us.”

Close Race Seen 

Indications point to a close race 
between the two major parties ! 

Demo¬ 
crats outnumbered Republicans in 
early registrations in the state’s 
largest cities. I 

The last registration, in 1934, 
showed 1,4.30,198 Republicans 
and 1,555,705 Democrats, the 
first time in many years that 
the Bourbons held a majority 
going into an election. The 
third largest party registration 
was Socialist, 11,285. 

The 19.34 registration repre- | 
Rented a change of sympathies of 
nearly 500,000. At the 1952 presi¬ 
dential election, in which Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt swept the state, 
the registration was 1,565,264 Re¬ 
publicans and 1,161,482 Demo¬ 
crats. 

Need I 25,507 

If the Republican campaign to ‘ 
put California back in the G.O.P.

Farmers Free From Worry 
Under Social Security As 
Farm Laborers Are Exempt 

Something new—soeial security—went into effect Jan. 1 
in California, as well as in the United States. How will it work? 
The following is the fifth of a series of articles answering that ques¬ 
tion.—Editor. 

By ROCH BRADSHAW 


The car Puffy’s passing has only 
three wheels. 

Puff looks at the driver, then joy¬ 
fully squeals: 

"I can’t see your face but I know 
who you are - 

There’s only one person who’d 
make such a car.” 


Orange county farmers may 
have their worries in 1936, but 
the unemployment insurance pro- i 
gram isn’t going to be one of 
them. When it comes to figuring 
payroll contributions to the na¬ 
tional and state projects to pro¬ 
vide benefits for unemployed per¬ 
sons, the farmers can sit back 
and "let George do it.” 

And they will have clear con¬ 
sciences, too, for both the state 
and national programs eliminate 
agricultural employers and labor 
from participation in the new sys¬ 
tem. 

There is a maze of definition j 
and exceptions in the two acts, 
but they are clear and specific j 
about agriculture. Not only will 
the farmer himself and his : 
workers be exempt, but packing 
houses and their employes, irriga¬ 
tion concerns and their employes 
be exempt. 

Farm Labor Defined 

The latest bulletin from the 
state chamber of commerce de-1 
fines agricultural labor as follows: 

"The term ‘agricultural labor’ is 
held to apply to anyone engaged 
in the art or science of cultivating 
the ground: the growing and har¬ 
vesting of fruits, nuts, vegetables, 
cotton and farm products gen¬ 
erally; the pruning, spraying, fum¬ 
igating, fertilizing and heating of 
orchards and vegetable fields; the 
threshing of grains: raising and 
management of livestock, poultry 
and bees: the operation of a dairy 
and similar farm activities; the 
parking and preparation for mar¬ 
ket of all fruits, nuts, vegetables 
and farm products generally, 
wherein the commodity does not 
change its original state; employes 
paid directly by growers in the 
drying of raw fruits: employes of 
mutual water companies engaged 
exclusively in furnishing irrigation j 
water for agricultural or hortieul- 

riam, leading the movement.

Clear Line Drawn 

There is a clear line drawn, 
however, between farm products 
in their natural state and those 
which are processed. The new 
bulletin says that “Nothing in this 
definition shall be const rued to in¬ 
clude labor employed in citrus by¬ 
products plants, canneries, wine¬ 
ries, creameries, rlaughter houses 
or meat packing establishments." 

An employer, under terms of 
j the act, is "Anyone who occupies 
the position of master in the re- 
! lationship of master and servant. 

; This relationship exists where the 
1 employer has the right to direct 
or control the manner in which 
the services of the employe shall 
! be performed and the results to 
be accomplished." An employer 
hires or discharges the employe, 
and pays the salary or wage. 

Employer Classified 

The term employer does not 
include any person unless on each 
of 20 days or more during the 
taxable year, each day being in 
a different calendar week, the 
j total number of individuals who 
were in his employ for some por¬ 
tion of the day was eight or 
more. 

The unemployment insurance 
program is designed to provide 
benefits for employes who are 
without work during periods of 
depression. Total payrolls of em¬ 
ployers are to be taxed, and the 
wages or salary of each employe 
will be taxed to provide the nec¬ 
essary funds. Employers will be 
given credit by the federal gov¬ 
ernment for 90 per rent of the 
tax paid to the state program. 
This will mean that 90 per cent 
of the total tax paid will go to 
. the state, and 10 per cent to 
: the federal government.

BOOK OF REVELATIONS 

M OST of the populace, it seems, spent the week-end 
discussing the Roosevelt speech. As varied as the 
political opinions existent during these stormy days, were 
the views expressed about the President’s challenging 
message to the 74 th congress. 

It was to be expected that radical partisans would 
either attack or defend the speech itself or the man who 
made it. But the radical partisans, after all, do not 
represent the voting strength of the country, so their 
views, while interesting, are not to be taken too 
seriously. 

What the President and his friends are most concerned 
over, is what Mr. and Mrs. John Public think of him and 
his measures. The charge that the President deliberately 
sought to create class hatred likely is far from the truth. 
The President, we think, is too wise and too genuine, to 
bank much on class hatred at this stage of the game. 

Class hatred, if it exists or can be made to further 
entrench itself, was brought on before Mr. Roosevelt’s 
time by some of the very men who now accuse him of 
trying to fan it. Class hatred resulted from gouging, 
enslaving business practices which do no confine them¬ 
selves to political parties, but which happened to spring 
up in their most hideous forms during Republican regime. 
It is heightened now and given encouragement by a 
surging mass of business interests which, curbed and 
bridled by recent legislation, hopes now to break its 
shackles and return to the days of special privileges. 

The people, observing this chafing and hearing the 
utterances of such spokesmen as Hamilton Fish, Henry P. 
Fletcher, the Manufacturers’ association, the American 
Liberty League and the U. S. chamber of commerce, 
probably are quite willing to hear a fiery denunciation of 
it all, even though it is delivered in the form of what 
many please to call a political speech before congress. 

And after all, why shouldn’t the President deliver a 
political speech to congress? What is congress and what 
is the business of the nation, if it isn’t political? What 
would the critics have the President speak about before 
congress? Would they have him read Mother Goose 
rhymes? Yes, they would. They would have him lead 
community singing, read the book of Genesis—anything 
but the book of Revelations as it pertains to the state of 
the nation, anything to lull us into peaceful slumber while 
they move in. 


GAMBLING—WHAT ABOUT IT? 

A FTER The Journal published a news story, together 
with editorial comment about reported gambling in 
Orange county, reports of further gaming in various 
localities began reaching this office. Seal Beach, accord¬ 
ing to informants, is not the only place where games of 
various sorts are operating, some on a large scale, some 
small. 

The question is one which concerns us all. There are 
laws forbidding it but, like the liquor laws during pro¬ 
hibition days, they are most difficult to enforce, partic¬ 
ularly in communities where public sentiment supports the 
practice and where officers of the law wink at it, if they 
do not actually protect it. 

And, like the liquor habit, some of gambling’s most 
ardent devotees, are women. Money which belongs to the 
grocer, the butcher and the department store, goes flying 
up the chimney in some resort where the odds against the 
player are so great he or she doesn’t possibly have a 
chance for more than an occasional winning. The very 
nature of the system, insures nothing but grief to the 
person who frequents the casino. The question becomes, 
therefore, an economic issue in addition to a moral one. 
Can this or any other similar community afford to support 
tLa gamblers when the needs of our ora households are 
so many and so great? We have no quarrel with those 
people who have mor.cy enough to go to distant resorts 
and risk their fortunes on wheels and dice. If they want 
to be suckers and have money enough to buy this sort of 
thrill, that’s their own business. But we do object to 
having these and similar games thrust under our noses 
in our own neighborhoods. What do you think about it? 


YOU MAY BE FAMOUS AND SIXTY 

I F YOU become famous, there’s quite a likelihood you’ll 
live to your middle sixties. At least, that might be a 
deduction to be derived from some figures just published 
by one of the life insurance companies. 

“Men of achievement apparently enjoyed just about 
the same average length of life two or three thousand 
years ago as they do today. This conclusion is based on 
an unselected sample of 52 famous men of antiquity 
whose age at death is fairly well authenticated. The list 
includes three nonagenarians and eleven octogenarians. 
But, on the other hand, we see three names, Alexander the 
Great, Persius and Terence, of men who died under or just 
over 30 years of age, reminding us that in modern times 
also not a few famous men have had their careers cut 
short by an early death, as was the case with Shelley, 
Keats, Schubert, and others. 

“All in all, the average age at death of the eminent 
men of antiquity listed was 66.7 years, not much different 
from that of a sample of 82 noted mathematicians of 
modern times, namely, 64.3, and of a sample of 75 poets, 
namely 64.1, which we had occasion to note in the August 
1934 issue of the Statistical Bulletin. The average age at 
death of our presidents also is not very widely different, 
namely 68.4,” says the Metropolitan company’s current 
bulletin.
